ANNUAL  ANNOUNCEMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1890-91. 


The  "Winter  Term  of  the  Forty-eighth  Annual  Session  of  Rush 
Medical  College  begins  Tuesday  evening,  September  30th,  1890,  and 
continues  twenty-six  weeks.  There  is  no  vacation  during  the  term 
except  on  legal  holidays. 

The  annual  Commencement  exercises  of  the  College  are  held  at  the 
close  of  the  Winter  Term,  March  31st,  1891. 

The  Spring  Term  of  the  Forty-eighth  Annual  Session  begins 
Wednesday  morning,  April  1st,  and  continues  till  May  30th,  1891. 


TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Students  who  begin  their  course  of  studies  in  Rush  Medical  College 
are  required  to  furnish  as  testimonials  of  sufficient  preliminary  edu- 
cation, a  diploma  from  a  literary  or  scientific  college,  academy,  or  high 
school;  or  a  teacher's  certificate  of  the  first  grade.  Students  who 
cannot  furnish  evidence  of  a  sufficient  preliminary  education,  are 
admitted  on  condition  of  passing  an  examination  in  writing  in  the 
branches  of  a  good  English  education,  including  Mathematics, 
English  Composition,  and  Elementary  Physics. 

Graduates  in  medicine,  previous  matriculates  of  this  College,  and 
students  who  desire  to  pursue  a  special  course  without  graduation, 
are  admitted  without  credentials  or  examination. 

Candidates  for  advanced  classes  in  the  College  must  furnish  satis- 
factory evidence  of  preliminary  education,  and  of  an  amount  of  study 
and  college  attendance  equivalent  to  that  which  has  been  required  of 
the  members  of  the  classes  to  which  they  seek  admission.  Graduates 
of  the  Valparaiso  Preparatory  School  of  Medicine,  of  the  Preparatory 
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Medical  Departments  of  Lake  Forest  University,  of  the  University 
of  Wisconsin,  and  of  other  reputable  Universities  and  Colleges, 
are  admitted  to  the  second  year  of  the  course  in  Hush  Medical 
College* 

INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  in  this  College  is  given  by  clinical  and  didactic 
lectures;  by  practical  work  in  the  laboratories,  dissecting  room,  and 
dispensary;  and  by  oral  recitation  of  lessons  assigned  by  the 
Faculty.  It  continues  each  year  through  the  Winter  Term  of  six 
months— attendance  required;  and  the  Spring  Term  of  two  months 
—attendance  optional. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  matriculates  of  this  institution  should 
pursue  their  studies  in  the  College  during  three  Spring  and  three 
Winter  terms.  If  any  student  is  unable  to  complete  his  attend- 
ance at  the  College  during  this  course,  he  will  be  required,  before 
becoming  a  candidate  for  graduation,  to  furnish  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  requisite  instruction  and  study  during  a  period  equivalent 
to  the  time  of  his  absence. 

Students  who  thus  attend  three  Winter  and  three  Spring  terms, 
will  be  registered  as  Special  Faculty  Students,  and,  at  the  end  of  their 
second  Winter  term,  will  be  admitted  to  final  examinations  in  De- 
scriptive Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  and 
Therapeutics.  Students  from  Preparatory  Medical  Departments  who 
have  been  admitted  to  the  second  year's  course,  will  be  allowed  the 
same  opportunity  for  examination. 

SPRING  TERM. 

Students  are  advised  to  enter  the  College  in  the  Spring.  The 
advantages  afforded  during  the  Spring  Term  are  of  equal  import- 
ance   with    those    of    the    Winter    Term.      Beginning     April    1 


*Note— No  student  who  desires  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  various  State 
Boards,  should  hereafter  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  without  an  ampie  pre- 
liminary education,  and  the  mental  discipline  its  acquirement  insures. 

Such  preliminary  education  should  include  the  study  of  selected  works  on  English 
Literature,  Rhetoric,  Logic,  Mental  Science,  the  fundamental  principles  of  Algebra 
and  Geometry,  and  the  elements  of  Physics. 

A  knowledge  of  the  rudiments  of  Latin  is  essential,  since  this  in  a  measure 
removes  the  difficulty  of  acquiring  the  technical  language  of  medical  science. 
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1891,  the  Spring  Term  will  continue  to  May  30.  Students  are 
taught  by  lectures  and  recitations,  and  receive  practical  instruc- 
tion in  the  laboratories  and  dissecting  room,  and  in  the  clinical 
departments  of  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries. 

During  the  last  week  they  are  examined  upon  the  studies  of 
the  term.  Their  standing  in  this  examination  is  of  importance 
in  the  final  decision  of  merit  at  graduation. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  at  the  end  of  each  term 
to  such  students  as  have  attended  the  Course,  provided  their 
conduct  has  been  unexceptionable.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-four 
students  were  in  attendance  during  the  Spring  Term   of  1890  * 

COURSE    OF    STUDY. 

Students  are  advised  to  pursue  their  studies  according  to  the 
following  schedule  :

Anatomy  with  Dissection;  Elementary  Chemistry  with  Labora- 
tory Work;  Elementary  Physiology,  with  work  in  the  Physiological 
Laboratory;  Materia  Medica.

Anatomy;  Advanced  Chemistry,  with  Urinalysis,  Advanced 
Physiology;  Therapeutics;  Medicine;  Surgery;  Obstetrics;  Gyne- 
cology; Dissection;  and  Clinical  work.     Practical  courses  in  Aus- 


*  Note.— Important  Information  for  Preceptors  and  Students.— After 
the  year  1890-91  no  graduate,  unless  he  has  studied  medicine  four  years  and  taken 
three  courses  of  lectures  of  at  least  five  months  each,  as  required  in  Illinois  (and  six 
mouths  each  in  Iowa)  can  begin  the  practice  of  medicine  in  these  States  without 
passing  a  rigid  examination  before  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Every  student  who 
intends  to  begin  the  study  of  medicine,  and  wishes  to  comply  with  the  laws  of  these 
States  should  enter  his  name  as  early  as  possible  with  a  preceptor 

No  graduate  can  hereafter  enter  upon  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Minnesota, 
Washington,  Montana,  North  Dakota,  Florida,  or  Alabama,  unless  he  pass  a  rigid 
examination  before  the  State  Boards.  And  no  graduate  will  even  be  admitted  before 
these  Boards  for  examination  unless  he  has  attended  three  courses  of  lectures  of  six 
months  each.  No  one  can  begin  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Virginia  or  North  Caro- 
lina without  passing  an  examination  before  the  State  Board.  Other  States  will  soon 
enact  similar  laws.

Third    Year. 

Medicine;  Surgery;  Obstetrics;  Diseases  of  Children;  Gynecology; 
Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear;  Skin  and  Venereal  Diseases,  Gene- 
ral Clinical  work.  Final  examinations  in  all  the  practical  depart- 
ments. 

PRACTICAL   CHEMISTRY. 

Professor  Haines,  assisted  by  the  Demonstrator  of  Chemistry, 
gives  a  special  course  in  Practical  Chemistry,  devoting  to  the  work 
three  afternoons  of  each  week.  The  course  consists  of  a  series  of 
experiments  designed  to  illustrate  the  applications  of  Chemistry  to 
practical  medicine,  especial  attention  being  given  to  the  subject  of  the 
examination  of  the  urine.  Students  make  the  analysis  and  examina- 
tions under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor. 

PRACTICAL   ANATOMY. 

Advantages  are  afforded  for  the  practical  study  of  Anatomy  in  all 
its  branches.  Material  in  abundance  is  provided  with  the  most 
recent  and  approved  means  of  illustration. 

PRACTICAL   PHYSIOLOGY,   BACTERIOLOGY,   AND 
PATHOLOGY. 

The  Laboratory  of  Physiology  and  Pathology  is  supplied  with 
microscopes  and  other  apparatus  for  study,  and  is  open  for  work 
during  the  Winter  and  Spring  terms. 

PRACTICAL  SURGERY  UPON  THE  CADAVER. 

The  course  in  Operative  Surgery,  required  for  graduation,  is 
given  by  the  Demonstrator  of  Surgical  Operations.  Members  of 
the  class  practice  upon  the  cadaver  the  principal  operations  of 
general  surgery.

AUSCULTATION   AND   PERCUSSION. 

An  obligatory  course  of  practical  lessons  in  Auscultation  and 
Percussion,  especially  of  the  normal  chest,  is  given  by  the  In- 
structor in  Auscultation  and  Percussion. 

HYGIENE. 

Instruction  in  Hygiene  is  given  by  the  Professor  of  Clinical 
Medicine. 

CLINICAL   PRACTICE. 

Students  in  their  senior  year  are  given  the  care  of  clinical 
out  patients. 

CLINICAL   INSTRUCTION   IN   THE   COLLEGE 
BUILDING. 

Surgery. 

Three  Surgical  Clinics  are  given  by  Professor  Parkes  each 
week,  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday,  at  two  o'clock. 
During  the  past  year  over  one  thousand  patients  were  treated  in 
this  clinie,  and  several  hundred  important  surgical  operations 
performed.  These  embraced  all  the  operations  of  major  and 
minor  surgery,  including  numerous  laparotomies,  amputations, 
resections,  cystotomies,  etc. 

Medicine. 

Professor  Lyman  holds  a  clinic  on  General  Medicine  and  on 
the  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  every  Thursday  at  10  a.  m. 
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Professor  Bridge  holds  a  General  Medical  clinic  every  Mon- 
day at  2  p.  m.  and  one  every  Wednesday  at  2  p.  m.,  on  Dis- 
eases or  the  Chest.  These  clinics  continue  throughout  the 
year,  during  vacation  as  well  as  term  time.  Over  two  thousand 
patients  annually  attend  these   clinics. 

Diseases  of  Children. 

Professor  Knox,  assisted  by  Professor  Cotton,  holds  a  special 
clinic  every  Friday  at  two  o'clock,  throughout  the  year,  on  Dis- 
eases of  Children. 

Gynecology. 

Professors  Etheridge  and  Nelson  and  Dr.  Adolphus  hold  a 
daily  clinic  in  the  College  Building,  for  the  special  instruction  of 
the  graduating  class  in  Clinical  Gynecology. 

The  class  is  subdivided  into  sections,  so  that  each  student  has 
opportunities  for  the  practical  study  of  this  subject. 

A  clinic  is  held  each  Wednesday  in  the  amphitheater  by  Pro- 
fessor Nelson  at  3  p.  m. 

Skin  and  Venereal   Diseases. 

Professor  Hyde  holds  a  clinic  on  Skin,  Venereal,  and  Genito- 
urinary Diseases  at  3  p.  m.  every  Monday  and  Friday  through- 
out the  year.  An  extensive  collection  of  plates  and  photographs 
is  arranged  in  cabinets,  on  the  same  floor  and  adjacent  to  the 
amphitheater,  with  special  view  to  the  illustration  of  this  de- 
partment. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear. 

Professor  Holmes,  with  the  assistance  of  Drs.  Alfred  Hinde 
and  C.  D.  Wescott,  holds  a  clinic  at  3  p.  m.  every  Wednesday 
throughout  the  year,  on  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear. 

Diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Nose. 

Professor  Ingals  holds  a  clinic  on  Diseases  of  the  Throat 
and  Nose,  at  3  p.  m.  every  Friday. 

Unusual  facilities  are  afforded  for  the  study  of  these  diseases. 
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THE  CENTRAL  FREE  DISPENSARY 

affords  opportunities  to  students  and  practitioners  for  clinical 
instruction.  It  occupies  the  first  floor  of  the  College  building. 
More  than  thirteen  thousand  patients  received  treatment  by  this 
Dispensary  the  past  year.  Patients  are  classified  according  to 
their  diseases,  thus  supplying  a  wide  field  for  the  study  of 
special  departments  of    medicine. 

THE    PRESBYTERIAN    HOSPITAL, 

Adjoining    the    College, 

Was  erected  at  a  total  expense  of  over  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  It  accommodates  two  hundred  and  fifty  patients,  and 
adds  largely  to  the  clinical  advantages  of  the  College.  Nearly 
fifteen  hundred  patients  were  treated  at  the  hospital  during  the 
past  year.

occupying  twelve  acres  of  land,'  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly 
a  million  dollars. 

Two  new  pavilions  have  greatly  increased  the  capacity  of  this 
commodious  structure. 

More  than  seven  thousand  patients  were  treated  at  the  hos- 
pital during  the  past  year,  and  hundreds  of  important  surgical 
operations  were  performed. 

In  the  rear  of  the  amphitheater  is  the  Necropsy  Theater,  in 
which  are  held  all  the  post-mortem  examinations  of  the  hospital. 
Opportunities  are  given  for  the  study  of  the  gross  appearances 
produced  by  disease.  Annual  fee  for  the  County  Hospital,  five 
dollars. 

THE    ILLINOIS    CHARITABLE    EYE   AND    EAR 
INFIRMARY, 

affords  the  largest  facilities  for  the  clinical  study  of  Diseases 
of  the  Eye  and  Ear. 

During  the  past  year  about  five  thousand  patients  received 
treatment  at  the  Infirmary;  about  one  thousand  operations  were 
performed. 

Regular  clinics  are  given  during  the  Spring  and  Winter  terms 
either  by  Drs.  Holmes,  Hotz,  Ware,  Montgomery,  Gardiner,  Bishop, 
or  Marshall.    Annual  fee,  five  dollars. 

HOSPITAL    INTERNES. 

Positions  as  Internes  in  the  Cook  County,  the  Presbyterian, 
the  Michael  Reese,  and  the  St.  Luke's  Hospitals,  and  the  Illinois 
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Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  are  open  each  Spring  to  gradu- 
ates through  a  competitive  examination  held  by  the  respective 
hospital  staffs. 

The  occupants  of  these  positions  receive  their  board  and  lodg- 
ing, and  have  experience  in  every  department  of  practical  medicine 
and  surgery. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  are  held 
during  the  last  week  of  the  winter  term,  and  at  no  other  time 
in  the  year. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR    GRADUATION. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine. 

1st.  The  candidate  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  must  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  possessing  a  good  moral 
character,  which  includes  unexceptionable  conduct  while 
at  the  College. 

2nd.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  three  years, 
and  have  attended  two  (after  1891  three)  full  courses  of  lectures 
of  at  least  six  months  each,  not  delivered  in  one  twelvemonth, 
of  which  the  first  one  may  have  been  in  some  other  recognized 
medical  college,  but  the  last  must  have  been  in  this  institution. 
The  lectures  of  the  Spring  term  cannot  be  considered  as  a  course 
of  lectures  in  this  requirement.— See  notes,  pages  6  and  7. 

3d.  He  must  have  received  clinical  instruction  during  at  least 
two  college  terms. 

4th.    He  must  have  completed  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Demonstrator. 

5th.    He  must  have  taken  one  course  in  Practical  Chemistry. 

6th.  He  must  have  taken  one  practical  course  in  the  Labora- 
tory of  Physiology  and  Pathology. 

7th.  He  must  have  taken  one  practical  course  in  Auscultation 
and  Percussion. 
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8th.  He  must  have  taken  one  practical  course  in  Obstetrical 
manipulations. 

9th.  He  mast  have  taken  one  practical  course  in  Surgical 
operations  upon  the  cadaver. 

10th.  He  must  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  of  his 
intention  to  become  a  candidate,  pay  all  dues,  and  deposit  the 
amount  of  the  examination  fee  with  the  Treasurer,  on  or  before 
the  25th  day  of  February. 

11th.  Every  candidate  must  undergo  a  full  and  satisfactory 
written  or  oral  examination  on  each  branch  taught  in  the  College. 

DEGREES. 

Upon  those  who  have  attended  two  (after  1891,  three)  terms 
and  fulfilled  the  other  requirements  for  graduation,  will  be  con- 
ferred the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  Medicine  cum  Laude  is  conferred 
upon  those  complying  with  the  following  conditions  : 

1st.    The  candidate  must  not  be  a  graduate  in  medicine. 

2d.  He  must  not  have  been  unsuccessful  in  a  previous  exam- 
ination for  the  degree  in  medicine. 

3d.  He  must  have  attended  three  courses  of  six  months  each, 
the  last  in  this  College,  each  course  equivalent  in  time  to  those 
of  the  curriculum  in  this  institution. 

4th.  He  must  have  studied  medicine  four  years,  and  passed 
a  satisfactory  final  examination  in  letters,  general  science,  and 
medicine,  fulfilling  all  other  requirements  for  graduation  in  this 
College.

The  main  building  of  this  hospital— the  Daniel  A.  Jones  Memorial 
—was  dedicated  and  opened  for  patients  April  22d,  1889.  It  is  a  mag- 
nificent structure,  fire-proof,  with  all  the  modern  appliances  for  the 
treatment  of  the  sick  and  injured. 

With  the  wings,  previously  erected,  the  hospital  has  cost  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars. 

The  hospital,  although  under  the  direction  of  the  Presbyterian 
Churches  of  Chicago,  has  been  constructed  and  furnished  by  inter- 
ested friends  for  the  purpose  of  providing  medical  attendance  and 
care  for  the  sick,  without  reference  to  religious  belief  or  race. 

It  is  open  for  the  treatment  of  general  as  well  as  special  medical 
and  surgical  diseases.    Contagious  diseases  are  excluded. 

The  money  already  contributed  has  all  been  expended  for  the  land, 
building  and  furniture.  There  are  scarcely  any  funds — except  what 
certain  churches  have  contributed  for  their  poor — remaining  for  the 
support  of  patients.  Consequently,  until  the  Board  of  Managers  can 
secure  means  to  maintain  free  beds,  the  hospital  must  be  supported 
by  money  received  for  the  board  of  patients.  It  will  be  necessary  for 
indigent  patients,  who  wish  to  secure  medical  attendance  at  this 
hospital,  to  obtain  means  to  pay  their  board  from  the  neighborhood 
in  which  they  live,  or  from  the  religious  or  secular  organizations  to 
which  they  belong. 

Such  patients  are  required,  on  entering  the  hospital,  to  deposit 
with  the  Superintendent,  in  advance,  money  for  a  month's  board,  also 
the  cost  of  their  fare  home.  Advances  must  be  made  from  time  to 
time,  if  required  All  balances  will  be  returned  to  patients  when  they 
leave  the  institution. 

Rates.— The  price  of  private  rooms,  including  board  and  nursing, 
varies,  according  to  their  size  and  location,  from  $12.00  to  $15.00  a 
week. 

The  price  of  a  bed  in  the  wards,  including  board,  nursing,  washing 
and  medicine,  is  $8.00  per  week.  Extra  charge  will  be  made  in  all 
cases  requiring  special  nursing. 

Unless  patients  have  made  arrangements,  by  previous  correspond- 
ence or  otherwise,  with  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Staff,  they  will  be 
required,  on  entering  the  hospital,  to  present  a  certificate  from  a 
clergyman  or  some  reputable  person  in  their  locality,  stating  that 
they  are  unable  to  pay  for  treatment. 

As  far  as  possible,  patients  wishing  treatment  at  the  hospital 
should  address  all  letters  of  inquiry  to  the  Superintendent,  and  should 
also  describe  the  nature  of  their  illness. 

All  patients  should  bring  a  change  of  underclothing. 

Remittances  should  be  made  by  draft  or  by  P.  O.  order.
